Court 
beefs up 
collection 


efforts 
for old 
case fines

46th Circuit Trial Court officials have 
beefed up efforts to collect fines and resti- 
tution owed on. old court cases. 

Chief 46th Circuit Trial Court Judge 
Janet M. Allen said that court employees 
have researched: cases where peopiec have 
been off probation, been off parole or 
served their time in jail or prison. 

In cases where restitution is owed to the 
victims or fines owed to the counties, court 
employees make an attempt to contact the 
people at their current address. They may 
also be mailed a notice to appear in court or 
served papers. 

“Restitution is always collectible until it 
is paid,” Allen said. 

When the person appears in court, court 
staff get their personal and employment 
information. They may agree to a payment 
plan for the restitution and fines or a wage 
assigament - a voluntary deduction from 
their pay to satisfy the debt. 

So far. the collection efforts has resulted 
in $24,000 coming back to Crawford 
County, $6.666 going to the State of 
Michigan and $19,000 being repaid to vic- 
tims. About $3,700 in fines has been col- 
lected for the Crawford County Library 
System. 

“Pm sure they always enjoy getting 
money that is kind of found money,” Allen 
said. a: 

Allen said the court is bringing the 
money back to victims and the county 
through the work of existing court employ- 
ees, instead of having stalf devoted for col- 
lection efforts like in courts located down- 
state. 
“Compared to District Court, its nota 
huge number - but it’s a start,” Allen said. 

Allen, who was appointed lo serve as a 
46th Circuit Trial Court Judge in 2005, said 
she learned procedures used in) Grand 
Traverse County to collect fines from 
defendants up front. [fa family member 
posts bond in a case, that money can be 
used to pay fines and restitution when the 
case is Hinalized. 

“A tot of Gmes when you get to a sen- 
tencing Ina Circuit Court file, that relation- 
ship had deteriorated and they want their 
money back,” Allen said. 

Allen said that judges make sure that 
people know the fines and costs they owe at 


their sentencing so they can liquidate their 


assets, In addition, probation officers go 
over the money owed by the defendant on 
their first report date, although the money is 
usually the fast thing to be paid to satisfy 
the terms of a successful probation period, 

“The probation officers here are fantastic 
about not releasing anyone until their costs 
are paid in full,” Adlen satd.

ONE OF THE most unsettling 
contests in Michigan’s ultra-fasci- 
nating 2010 election will be for 
two seats on the state Supreme 
Court, which has seven members. 

Terms of two of the current 
jurists are up this year, and both 
will be running for reelection. 
There's na news in | that. 
Incumbents this year are Justices 
Robert P. Young, Jr, and Elizabeth 
Weaver. 

Michigan's method of picking 
Supreme Court justices makes no 
sense atall, but it adds to the tur- 
moll this year. 

Under our system, political par-

JUSTICE YOUNG, who was 
appointed to the Supreme Court by 
Republican Goy. John Engler and 
then won a full eight-year term in 
2002 as a Republican nominee, 
also is seeking Republican nomi- 
nation again this year. 

Justice Weaver, on the other 
hand, will be running as a wild 
card. When she ftled her own nom- 
ination last week, she said “I need 
no nomination of any political 
party to be on the ballot and seck 
none. It is that independent-think- 
ing judge that is the most highly 
valued member of any court, stale 


Weaver served two years as chief 
justice, but was denied another 
term in that job by her Republican 
nominated colleagues. 

In more recent years, she fre- 
quently found herself at odds with 
others in the Republican majority, 
usually about procedural matters 
as well as legal interpretations and 
personality issues, leading some- 
times to near-outright warfare, 
limited though such arguing must 
be within tradition-bound judicial 
chambers.

Weaver also has been a. vital 
“swing vole” in several cases,

IN THIS convoluted scenario, 
the two major parties now must 
decide their strategies for the 2010 
Supreme Court race. 

The two incumbents, Justices 
Young and Weaver, will be identi- 
fied as incumbent justices on the 
non-partisan ballot, but no party 
designation will appear. 

In only a handful of instances 
have incumbent judges, designated 
as such, been rejected by voters. 
The most recent was in 2008 when 
Michigan Democrats launched a

Ninety paddling teams 
started fast year’s AuSable 
Marathon, breaking the pre- 
vious record — 76, sel in 
2008 -— by 14. The 2007 
race's starting total - 75 —- 
was also a new record at the 
time, topping the previous 
record of 68, a mark that was 
set tn 2000. 

The AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon Committee — is 
expecting another record or 
near-record group in 2010.
